The city detectives secured a state- 
ment yesterday morning from a prisoner 
in the Tower in which a full confession 
is said to have been made by Jim Erwin, 
cne of the negroes held for the murder 
of Policeman Ed DeBray. 

The prisoner giving out the informa- 
tron A. J. Rogers, who was recently 
Sent to the Tower for forgery. 

Rogers stated to the detectives that 
Erwin told him in confidence that he 
and two other negroes killed Officer De- 
Bray at West End last June. He states 
that Erwin has given him a detalled ac- 
count of the shooting and tmparted in- 
formation to him which will enable the 
detectives to secure other evidence with 
which to convict some of the negroes 
under arrest.

While the detectives have all along hle- 
lieved that they had canght the murder- 
érs, there were certain links in @éhe chain 
of evidence which made them hesitate to 
force the trials. With. the information 
secured through Rogers, ft is said that 
the case can now be worked out without 
any trouble. 

The Prisoner Who Told It. 

Rogers was arrested about two weeks 
ago and bound ovew by the recorder on 
the charge of forgery. He forged a check 
with the name of Captain J. W. English 
and tried to have it cashed for a pair of 
shoes. He had just served seven yerrs 
in the penitentiary, and gave as his ex- 
cuse for the forgery that he was out of 
money. 

Rogers, after being transferred to the 
Tower, was placed with Jim Erwin. Two 
days ago Rogers wrote a note to Captain 
English stating that he could fuenish 
valuable information to the police. The 
same dav he wrote a letter to the ser- 
geant of detectives asking that an officer 
be sent to the jail to see him. 

Detgctives Lanford and _ Kilpatrick 
went to the Tower and had a long pri- 
vate talk with Rogers. In that talk, !t 
is said, Rogers repeated to the detectives 
the confession that Jim Erwin had made 
to him. In that confession, so Rogers 
stated, Erwin acknowledged to having 
fired the shot that killed Officer DeRrvy, 
He told in detail how the killing took 
place, and implicated two of the other 
four negroes now held for the murder. 
He also told where the pistol with which 
the murder had been committed was hid. 

When Officer DeBray was killed fire 
negroes were arrested. They were: Jim 
Erwin, Clarence, Tom and Isaac Ham- 
mond and Jim Lord. Jim Erwin was the 
negro who was identified and the detec- 
tives have never changed their opinion 
about his being the negro who fired the 
fatal shot. 

The Murder of DeBray. 

Officer DeBray was murdered at Wrest 
End on the 20th of last June. A negro 
requested him to follow three negroes 
who had been fighting. He went to the 
end of the ear line on Gordon street 
and there met three negroes. Two of 
them surrendered and the third started 
off. When the officer called to him to 
halt he stopped. Officer DeBray had out 
his pistol, and, seeing that the n: ‘gro 
had surrendered, lowered his weapon. 
The negro then quickly drew a pistol ana 
fired. As he fired he turned and ran be- 
hind a street car. The officer followed 
and he stepped beneath the shadow 
of a tree the negro wheeled and fired 
killing the officer instantly,

Four. Men Board Mississippi Frain, Murder Unoffend- 
ing Man and Covering Engineer with Guns, 
Force Him To Do Their Bidding.

Mississippi Valley branch of the 
Illinois Central railroad,’ at: an early 
hour this morning, near Leland, Miss., cut 
the locomotive from the train and forced 
engineer to’ run to Cleveland. All 
four men were arrested, one being in jail 
at Leland and three are locked up at 
Shelby. The four men are: - 

Ashley Cocke, a prominent business 
man of Cleveland; A. M. Phipps. post- 
master at Shelby; Thomas Lauderdale, 
said to be a relative of Phipps, and a 
man named Blackman, residence’ un- 
known. 

The men went from Shelby to Leland 
early last nigft. At Leland it is said 
they spent several hours drinking: and 
carousing. At 3 a. m. the men boarded 
the northbound train to return to Shelby. 
J. M. Rhea, an engineer, was on his way 
to Tutwiler, under orders to take out a 
locomotive near there. He was sleeping 
on a seat in the sleeper when the pas- 
senger train pulled out from Leland. At 
that point Cocke and his friends board- 
ed the car. Cocke had a revolver, and 
Lauderdale and Blackman had winches- 
ter rifles. Phipps was not armed. 

Stumbled Over Victim’s Legs. 

Walking up the aisle Phipps was in ad- 
vance of the party, when he came in 
contact with Rhea’s legs, which were 
extended out into the aisle as he slept. 
Rhea was awakened and inquired what 
was the matter. The members of the 
party stood there and discussed the situ- 
ation angrily for awhile and then the 
quartet went to the end of the car and 
out on the platform. Very soon they re- 
turned and going up to Rhea told him 
that they could not all stay in the same 
car, and that he would have to get out. 

Rhea remarked that in order to prevent 
trouble he would have to do as they told 
him. Thereupon he started out of the

| the cab he was ordered to open the 


car. He had just reached the door when 
It is claimed the men opened fire upon 
him. He fell where he stood. 

Condactor George McLaughlin ordered 
the train back to Leland, there to leave 
the corpse. As soon as Leland‘ was 
reached the conductor went in search of 
the sheriff and peace officers. 

In the meantime ‘the quartet had not 
been idle. Thev had.driven everybody out 
of the smoker and the adjacent car dur- 
ing the run back to Leland, and when 
they’ arrived at that place they went to 
the engine, aboard. of which was Engineer 
Delaney. They covered him with guns 
and told him if he did not obey their 
commands they would kill him, 

Had the Engine Uncoupled. 

He was compelled to uncouple his en- 
gine and when the. men mounted into 
throt- 
tls and send the engine down the track 
toward Shelby. In the excitement of the 
moment PliMpps became separated from 
his companions and. did not get away 
from Leland. When the sheriff arrived 
at the railroad: he arrested Phipps. The 
others were carried on to Shelby. Ar- 
rived there they made no effort to con- 
ceal themselves, but, still carrying their 
weapons, they waited for the next train, 
on which they traveled to Cleveland, 
where they were arrested without trou- 
ble. They were taken to Shelby and 
placed in jal. 

Cocke, the man who scemed to be the 
leader of the quartet, has, it is said, kil- 
ed a number of men. He is charged with 
the killing of a negro last Friday night 
in £helby. There is much excitement and 
indignation among the people of the Le- 
land and Shelby neighborhoods over to- 
day’s tragedy, but no violence is antici- 
pated. 

Late this afternoon the men were taken 
to Greenville and lodged in jail, the -Tlli-

DEAD BODIES 
LEFT IN WAKE 
UF BIL FLOOD 


Several Persons Have Perished 
and Damage to Property Is 
Almost Incalculable, 


RIVERS STILL RISING 
IN CERTAIN SECTIONS 


But Generally the Danger Point Hag 
Been Passed—Flood Seems To 
Have Been Worst in Geor- 
gia, Tennessee, Alaba- 
ma and Virginia. 


Special flood warnings have been is- 
sued for the lower Tennessee with stages 
at least 3 feet above the danger lines, and 
for the James river at Richmond, Va. 
Supplemental warnings have also. been 
issued as followr: 

For Chattanovga, Tenn.; 
Montgomery ani Selma, Ala., with stages 
from 40 to 42 feet at Chattanooga, or 7 
to 9 fect above the danger line; for Rome, 
Ga.,. with stages 33 feet, and Selma 33 
geet, 3 feet above the danger lines, and 
at Montgomery, Ala., °with 41 feet, or 6 
feet above the danger line. The Potomac 
river at Harpers Ferry will crest in the 
neighborhood of 20 feet, at which stage 
no damage of consequence can result to 
points below. : 

While the fntensity of the storm and 
subsequent flood that have been sweeping 
over parts of Georgia have in a measure 
subsided, there is reason for belief that 
all danger is not yet passed. 

Much colder weather has come in the, 
wake of the unusually heavy downpour, 
of rain, accompanied by high winds. From 
the weather bureau at Washington comes 
the forecast that the Chattahoochee 
river will continue to’ rise during the 
next twenty-four hours. This announce- 
ment gives grave ground for apprehen- 
sion lest much damage may ensue. 

‘The condition of affairs is serious in 
many places. The storm and flood have 
to their credit not only losses of lives, 
but damage to property in various ways. 
Several places in this and sister states 
are under water and have had properties 
of various kinds either damaged or de- 
stroyed, while railroz.ds have had traffic 
impeded by the havoc of the elements. 

It cannot yet be announced with any 
certainty what the total loss of life and 
damage to property are. Nor is it be- 
lieved this will be possible for several 
days to come—not until the storm's effects 
have completely subsided.

West Point, Ga., December 30.—(Special) 
The second day of high water shows at 
6 o'clock this evening a change for the 
better as the river has fallen 2 feet.

Philadelphia, Pa., December 30 —Reports 
from all parts of eastern Pennsylvania 
tonight show that the rivers- and creeks, 
which became greatly swollen as a re- 
sult of Saturday night nad Sunday's can- 
tinuous rain, are steadily falling. There 
Is one exception, howe ver; the lower part 
of the Susquehanna river being reported 
to be still rising and close to the danger 
mark. Although considerable damage was 
done, the losses will not be great, most 
of the flooded areas being lowlands along 
the upper Schuylkill, Lehigh and Susque- 
hanna rivers. In the anthracite coal dis- 
tricts a few of the mines were flooded, 
causing a suspension of work for the 
day. Along the lower Susquehanna there 
is apprehension that damage will result 
from ice gorges, The water is said to 
be rising 6 inches an hour in that vi- 
cinity. 

The Schuylkill river in this city rose 18 
feet above normal, which rise has been 
passed only once in thirty-two years. 
Manayunk, one of the mill districts sit- 
uated along the Schuylkill in the north- 
Western part of the city, suffered most 
from the flood. Every mill along the 
river was forced to suspend operations, 
throwing out of work for the day about 
3,000 persons. The river drives through 
Fairmount park and several sections of 
the railroad tracks on both sides of the 
river between the park and the mouth 
of the Schuylkill were under water for a 
short time during the day. It was feared 
that the Baltimore and Ohio station on 
the east side of the river at Chestnut 
street would be flooded, but just as the 
water got within a few feet of: doing 
harm, the water began to recede, and all 
danger was over.

COFFEE MAKES 
NATIONS SHAKE 


So Delegate Arriaga Asserts 
Before the Congress of 
Pan-Americans. 


HE URGES THE CONGRESS 
TO REGULATE THE PRICE 


Asserts That Periodic Upheavals in 
South and Central America Are 
Largely Due to Coffee Fluc- 
tuations — To Codify 
the Laws. 


Mexico City, December 30.—At_ this 
morning's session of the Pan-American 
conference General Ratael Reyes, of Co- 
lombia, read a description of his ex- 
plorations in the Amazon region of South 
America. It was stated that this report 
bad been presented at the suggestion of 
President Roosevelt, who took special in- 
terest in the expeditions ot Keyes and 
his two brothers, one of whom died from 
fever and the other was devoured by 
cannibals, 

Lazo Arriaga, of Guatemala, presented 
a resolution asking the conference to in- 
terest itself in the price of coffee, with 
a view to its regulation. He said that 
periodical upheavals of the coffee market 
were a cause ot economical-and political 
disturbances and even revolutions in the 
Central American republics, and he 
thought the conference could find a 
remedy. 

To Codify Laws of Americas. 

The proposal of the late Duarte Pereira, 
delegate of Brazil, for the appointment 
of a committee of jurists to codify the 
public and private international laws of 
the Americas was then taken up. The 
amendment df Mr. Leger, of Hayti, to 
the effect that Kuropean governments be 
invited to share in this work was voted 
down unanimously. In his remarks in 
Support of his motion he said he could 
not understand the object of the persist- 
ent exciusion of: hurope, whose experi- 


‘ence and assistance ought not to be over- 


looked. But in the voting Mr. Leger 
the interference of Europe in this matter.

With slight modifications, the proposal 
of the late Duarte Pereira tor the ap- 
pointment ot a committee of jurists to 
codify international law was this after- 
noon accepted by the pan-American con- 
terence.

Probable Action on Arbitration. 
Washington, December 30.—The under-

Costa Rica and Honduras. There is some 
doubt as to Brazil and Gautemala, but 
the latter is expected to join the other 
Central American countries in favor of 
non-compulsory arbitration. 

The countries which may sign an inde- 
pendent convention for compulsory arbi- 
tration are Argentina, Venezuela, Santo 
Domingo, Peru, Bolivia, Uruguay and 
Paraguay. ‘hat Venezuela should favor 
compulsory arbitration causes some sur- 
prise here, but it is sayi to be due to 
President Castro's desire to torce the Co- 
lombian controversy to arbitration.

CHAIRMAN KURTZ LEADS 
FORCES AGAINST HANNA 


It Is Alleged That Fight Has In- 
volved Corporations Interested 
in Legislation—Result Will 
Be Politically Fatal 
to the Loser. 


Columbus, Ohio, December 30.—The 
Ohio legislature which elects the succes- 
sor of Senator Foraker commences here 
next Monday. The party caucuses to 
nominate candidates for presiding officers 
and other positions in both branches of 
the general assembly will be held next 
Saturday night. 

As the republicans have a large ma- 
jority in both houses, and as there is no 
opposition to the reelection of Senator 
Foraker, the senatorial question for this 
session is settled; but there is a very bit- 
ter contest in progress bearing on the re- 
election of Senator Hanna two years 
hence, as ft is expected that a majority 
of the present republican members will 
be reelected to the next general assem- 
bly. 

Senator Foraker is at his home in Cin- 
cinnati, and Senator Hanna remains in 
Washington... Neither is expected here 
this week, but both are in constant com- 
munication with the leaders of their 
respective forces. John B. Malloy, secre- 
tary of the state committee and inspector 
under Governor Nash, 18 managing the 
Hanna forces, and State Chairman 
Kurtz, who was private secretary to 
Foraker as governor, and who headed the 
fusion in the legislature against Hanna 
four years ago, is manager of the anfi- 
Hanna forces. it is claimed by the 
Hanna men that the present contest is 
“the same old factional fight of ikyi-9s 
Over again.’’ ‘The Foraker men claim 
that they are simply exercising their 
right to support their friends. 

Both factions have their respective 
tickets for the caucus nominations, and 
they are called the Hanna and Foraker 
tickets as openly as the designation of the 
democratic and republican tickets in cam- 
paigns. Four years ago the contest did 
not end with the party caucus, but it was 
carried into the legislature. It is con- 
ceded by both sides that the results of 
the caucus next Saturday night will be 
final this time, and these results will 
materially affect the future of one or the 
other of the Ohio senators, whose fol- 
lowers have become very bitter toward 
each other, and declare now that there 


can be no compromise. 


‘The contest tor control of the legisla- 
ture is said to have ° extended beyond 
factional and even beyond political lines, 
and invoived most of the corporations 
and commercial enterprises that are sup- 
posed to be interested in what legislation 
may be made, and also in what legislation 
is to be prevented if possible.

London, Decembtr 30.—The island of 
Lewis was the scene of riotous upris- 
ings arising from the union of the 
Free and United churches of Scotland.

London Ppaers Are Making Com- 
ment on the Question. 
London, December 31.—Commenting 
upon the statement from Reuter’s Wash- 
ington eorrespondent concerning the 
probability that Secretary Hay and Lord 
Pauncefote, British ambassador at Wash- 
ington, are arranging a commission in 
which the United States, Great Britain

MURDER Is TOLD 


————— 


Wife of Hallenbeck Tells How Mask- 
ed Men §i_ot Her Husband 
to Death. 


Hudson, N. Y¥., December 30.—The con- 
fession of Harvey Bruce, one of the four 
young men under arrest for the murder 


of Peter Hallenbeck, vee eeemcr 
at Greenport, on Christmas eve, caused 
such a crowd to assemble today when the 
coroner's inquest was resumed that the 
coroner heard the testimony of the widow 
and mother of the murdered man In the 
private office of the district attorney. 

The testimony “of Mrs. Margaret L. 
Hallenbeck, the widow, was to the effect 
that four men participated in the mur- 
der. Mrs. Hallenbeck declared that she 
and her husband saw a wagon passing 
on the highway with two men walking 
behind it. Soon after four men came 
walking back, wearing coats inside out. 
They disappeared down the road. 
husband said they must. be chicken 
thieves and watched them till out of 
sight. Presently there was a knock at 
the kitchen door. Her husband went to 
open it and she accompanied him. 

Four Pistols in His Face. 

When he opened the door four pistols 
were thrust in his face and all were fired. 
Hallenbeck jumped back and gave his 
wife a push out of -the way. The four 
men jumped into the room after him 
and all fired again. Hallenbeck turned 
toward the stairway for his gun when 
his assailants all fired again. All the 
men wore masks and had coats turned 
inside out. She could not recognize any 
of the men. 

The evidence of Mrs. Almina Hallen- 
beck, the mother, who is 80 years old, 
bore out the testimony of her daughter- 
in-law. 

The testimony at the afternoon session 
was considered by the officials to be 
greatly against the prisohers. Sheriff 
Best, who visited the Hallenbeck house 
on the night of the tragedy and exam- 
ined the various footprints and wagon 
tracks in the snow, testified that he and 
his assistants searched the Van Wormer 
house at Kinderhook and found three 
revolvers. A fourth one was found next 
day. The shoes the prisoners wore when 
arrested, Sheriff Best said, fitted into the 
Snow prints at the Hallenbeck house 
noted the night before, and other tracks 
were found next day. The sheriff ideati- 
fied each pair of shoes in court as be- 
ne to the four prisoners individu- 
ally,

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Capitalization of the Industrial Com- 
binations Rans Far Into the 
Bil. ~ Most of Them 
Bo.n in the Last 
Two Years. 


Washington, December 30.—Census sta- 
tistics made public today on industrial 
combinations show a total authorized 
capitalization May 31, 1900, for the 183 
corporations reported of $3,607,539,200, and 
capital stock issued $3,085,600,868. Of this 
total the authorized capital includes $270.- 
1°7.250 in bonds; $1,259,540,900 in preferred 
stock and $2,077,871,00 common stock. The 
capital stock issued comprises $216,412, - 
759 in bonds; $1,066,525,963 in preferred 
stock and $1,80°,262,146 common stock. 

The total va ue of all the products of 
the combinati ns reported is $1,661,29,054, 
and subtractiig the value of the products 
of the hand trades, or the mechanical 
and neighborhood industries, which 
amount -to $1,216,165,160, the products cf 
the {ndustrial combinations in 1900 is 
found equivalent to over 20 per cent of 
the total products of the manufactur.ng 
industries of the country, as they existed 
in 1890. The 183 corporations employed 
an average of 399,192 wage-earners, re- 
ceiving $194,534,715 in wages. Employ- 
ment also was given to 24,585 salaried of- 
ficials. clerks, etc., receiving a total of 
$32,653,628 in salaries. Miscellaneous ex- 
penses of these combinations aggregated 
$151,851,077. The total cost of material 
used’ was $1,085,083,828. 

Gross Value of Products. 

The gross value of products, less the 
value of material purchased in partly 
manufactured form, gives the net or true 
vajue of products of these combinations 
as! $1,051,981,586. This represents the in- 
crease in the value of the raw materials 
rdsulting from the various processes of 
manufacture. 

The 183 corporations reported control 
2,029 plants that were active during the 
census year, and 174 reported as idle dur- 
ing that period. The returns show an 
average of cleven active plants to each 
corpcraticn. 

Of all these industrial combinations €3 
were organized prior to 18397, and in 
the vears 1897, 1898, 1899 and prior to June 
30, 1900, there were organized = seven, 
twenty, seventy-nine and thirteen cor- 
porations, respectively. Over 50 per cent 
of the total number of such corporations 
were chartered during the etghteen 
months from January 1, 1899, to June 30, 
19%. The statistics of industrial combina- 
tions exclude all corporations manufac- 
turing and distributing gas and electric 
light and power, it being impossible to 
trace all of the latter, and they do not 
generally possess the same economical 
significance.
